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Builder group sees material 
production ample in 1947 


Newly-organized Building Products Institute predicts 
industry can meet needs of 1,200,000-house program 
for coming year unless strikes block production 


Unless production is delayed by 
strikes, adequate building supplies 
will be available next year to build 
1,200,000 homes and to carry out all 
the non-residential construction that is 
likely to be started, the newly organ- 
ized Building Products Institute re- 
ported Nov. 13. 

However, the builders and contrac- 
tors will not be able to utilize all the 
available materials unless the remain- 
ing federal controls on construction are 
removed, the institute said. 

The new organization was formed 
early in November by representatives 
of 200 companies and associations en- 
gaged in the manufacture of building 
materials and equipment (ENR Nov. 
14, vol. p. 627). It is planned as a 
fact-finding and economic research or- 
ganization. Legislative developments 
will be watched closely, and, if the 
occasion arises, the institute’s represen- 
tatives will appear before Congressional 
committees holding hearings on bills 
pertaining to the production and use of 
building materials. 

In looking forward to next year the 
institute is forecasting adequate ma- 
terials for $20 billion of construction 
in 1947, including $8.5 billion of non- 
housing work and $6 billion of repair 
and maintenance. The $8.5 billion to- 
tal includes $3.5 billion of public 
works. However, the institute feels that 
the remaining federal controls pertain- 
ing to construction, including the set 
asides of building supplies, allocations, 
material priorities, and project ap- 
provals for building, must be eliminated 
to obtain the total listed. Removal of 
the ceilings on the selling prices and 
rentals of new homes is also demanded. 
Continuation of the controls over non- 
housing work are not considered neces- 
sary in view of the large output of 
building supplies expected. 

As spokesman for the institute, Chair- 


man Whitlock has summarized the ex- 
pected developments in building costs 
as follows: “Manufacturers of building 
products expect a definite decrease in 
building costs as a result of the removal 
of price ceilings. Low-cost products 
which could not be produced under the 
ceilings kept in effect by OPA will be- 
come more plentiful quickly and black 
market prices soon will become a thing 
of the past. 

“While we cannot predict the trend 
in wage rates, we believe that the pro- 
ductivity of labor will increase sharply 
as soon as the restoration of a normal 
flow of -products puts an end to ma- 


terials shortage appearing on the con- 
struction site.” 

Considerable work has been done al- 
ready by the institute. It has had a 
very good response in raising funds and 
a staff has been selected. Douglas 
Whitlock, former president of the Pro- 
ducers’ Council, has been chosen chair- 
man of the new organization and will 
act as legislative ceunsel, and Miles L. 
Colean, former assistant administrator 
of the Federal Housing Administration, 
has been named economic consultant. 
R. G. deQuevedo has been employed 
as secretary and has established offices 
at 1756 K Street, N. W., in Washing- 
ton, D. C. 

The newly formed body has already 
taken a stand demanding the removal of 
all federal controls pertaining to build- 
ing supplies and construction work. It 
has also come out strongly against some 
phases of the Wagner-Ellender-Taft 
housing bill, declaring that private in- 
dustry will be able to do the necessary 
housing job if left free from govern- 
ment red tape and interference with 
prices, wages and schedules. 





CPA to tabulate approved projects 


The Bureau of Construction and Field Operations of the Civilian Produc- 
tion Administration has established at its Washington headquarters a cen- 
tral file on all types of industrial and commercial construction applied for 
and authorized under the restrictions set up by the CPA to stimulate production 


of housing for veterans. 

Information is being received and 
tabulated for subsequent analysis. CPA 
officials said that they had not decided 
precisely how much detail can be made 
available in this central file. However, 
three basic types of listings will be 
made: by CPA region, district and case 
number; by states and cities, and by 
the name of the applicant, alphabeti- 
cally. Projects will be classified into 
eight major groups as follows: indus- 
trial, commercial, social and recrea- 
tional establishments, other commercia] 
construction, religious and educational, 
hospitals and institutional, public utili- 
ties, miscellaneous publicly-owned or 
operated buildings, and miscellaneous 
non-residential buildings. The industrial 
category will be subclassified into about 
30 groups, with an undetermined num- 
ber of subgroups under these. 

Current plans call for the listing of 
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applications denied as well as those ap- 
proved, and for recording of such spe- 
cific data as date of application, dollar 
value of each project, purposes of the 
project, locality of the undertaking. 
Up to Nov. 1, the construction data 
for CPA regions 1, 3 and 10 had reached 
Washington, and it was believed that 
by January or February the data from 
all regional offices will have been tabu- 
lated. It is expected that there will be 
a lag of a month or six weeks between 
the records and the most recent action 
taken on construction applications. In- 
formation on actions of CPA field offices 
has been filed periodically in Wash- 
ington since the start of the housing 
program, but these statements have 
been in the form of brief summaries 
which do not contain sufficient details to 
afford a nationwide survey of construc- 
tion trends within a particular industry.

Unions move on jurisdictional strikes 


Concern over jurisdictional strikes by top leaders in the AFL Metal 
Trades Department, which includes some unions in the building and con. 
struction industry, was reflected in action taken at recent union conventions 


Admittedly, the corrective steps were 
taken as much to strengthen the unions 
and facilitate organizing activity as to 
eliminate strikes which, in the words of 
John P. Frey, president of the AFL 
metal trades organization, “have no 
economic justification.” 

The metal trades unions have adopted 
machinery for settling jurisdictional dis- 
putes without strikes and have been 
instructed to incorporate its provisions 
in their bargaining agreements and in 
agreements between the member unions. 
The United Association of Journey- 
men Plumbers and Steamfitters, at its 
own convention, revised its constitution 
to eliminate the division of work be- 
tween plumbers and steamfitters that 
has existed since 1911, when the unions 
of these two crafts were merged into 
one. After Jan. 1, the 200,000 members 
of this union may work in both steam- 
fitting and plumbing jobs, as is indi- 
cated by the new name of the union— 
United Association of Journeymen and 
Apprentices of the Plumbing and Pipe 
Fitting Industry of the United States 
and Canada. 

Frey explained that jurisdictional 
machinery was adopted by the 15 metal 
trades unions, with a membership of 
1,750,000, because jurisdictional strikes 
were “unnecessary” and “constituted a 
troublesome inconvenience to both in- 


dustry and the public.” 

Four steps are provided for settling 
these types of disputes: (1) Officers of 
local unions involved first try to agree: 
(2) if they fail, the international presi. 
dents of the unions involved will desig 
nate representatives to seek an adjust: 
ment; (3) if a deadlock still exists, the 
international presidents themselves will 
try to reach agreement; (4) finally 
if necessary, an umpire will be selected 
to make the decision. 

Significantly, the chairman of the 
committee which proposed the no-strike 
machinery said: 

“No one among us would attempt t 
justify jurisdictional work suspensions 

. They are breaches of faith and a 
violation of contracts with employers 

. If contractual relations with em 
ployers are to endure . . . we are com 
pelled to make good our promises to 
the same extent that we insist upon 
the employer making good for us.”

Form international standardization group with American as chair- 
man—Mexico's construction boom reported to be slowing down 


England—A new organization—to be known as The International Organ- 
ization for Standardization—came into official being here recently, as 
delegates from 25 nations completed meetings at London. 


Howard Coonley, chairman of the 
executive committee of the American 
Standards Association, was elected pres- 
ident of the new organization; with 
Gustave L. Gerard, staff president of 
the Belgian Standards Association, as 
vice-president. Headquarters of the new 
group will be set up shortly at Geneva, 
Switzerland. 

The organization (which delegates 
dubbed ISO for short) was formed by 
a group of engineers who met under the 
auspices of the United Nations. ISO, 
however, will be independent of the 
United Nations organization, although 
it will lend its facilities to UN if 
needed. 

Formation of ISO consolidates into a 
single organization the work of the old 
International Federation of -National 
Standardizing Associations and the war- 
born United Nations Standards Coor- 
dinating Committee. The International 
Electrotechnical Commission—a third 
important standardizing agency, is 
expected to affiliate with ISO shortly. 


Existing standards groups united 


Membership of ISO will be made up 
of existing nationa] standards bodies, 
and its work will be carried on through 
technical committees upon which any 
country may be represented if it so de- 
sires. Its governing body will be a 
council of representatives of 11 coun- 
tries, with five seats assigned—for 
5-year periods—to the United States, 
China, France, Great Britain and Rus- 
sia. Others represented initially on the 
council are Australia, Belgium, Brazil, 
India, Norway and Switzerland. 

The new organization will use Eng- 
lish, French end Russian as official 
languages, and although its formation 
must be ratified by 15 national stand- 
ards bodies, it has already started work 
by reviewing the projects and reports 
of its two predecessor organizations. 

ISO starts life assured of a much 
more secure financial backing than the 
previous organizations enjoyed, observ- 
ers said, and will thus be able to main- 
tain a more adequate staff. The cost 
of operation will be defrayed by con- 
tributions from all member nations 
based on a sliding scale of dues. The 
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budget for the first year’s work is set 
at $50,000. The constitution provides 
for a general assembly meeting every 
three years, in which each member- 
nation will have one vote, and provides 
that concurrence of five member-nations 
is required before any proposal is 
brought before the council for con- 
sideration. If the council decides to 
act on a proposal, the results of its in- 
vestigations are to be brought before 
the general assembly, and, if passed by 
a three-fourths vote, the results will be 
issued as recommendations of the ISO 
to standards bodies of all nations.

$1,000,000 for construction. 

Building construction labor unions, 
alarmed at increasing unemployment 
among their members, are reported jp. 
sisting that contractors centinue to pay 
full wages even though projects are 
temporarily halted due te lack of ma. 
terials. 

Business leaders and construction 
men attribute a large part of the slow. 
down in construction te recent actions 
by the government in which it asked 
banks to tighten their credit require. 
ments in an effort to curb inflation. 
Businessmen admit that the government 
plan is sound in principle, but com. 
plain that restrictions on credits have 
become a “menace” to industry.

Ministry of Public Works. 

Out of 2,603 railway bridges de- 
stroyed or severely damaged, 1,065 had 
been permanently rebuilt by Oct. 1, 
1946, and most of the remainder had 
been replaced temporarily. Of 4,300 
miles of railroad lines destroyed, 3,800 
miles had been replaced, and railroad 
traffic was back to 91 percent of normal. 

Over 4,000 of the 6,000 highway 
bridges destroyed or damaged have 
been replaced, and highways in general 
have been sufficiently repaired to per- 
mit pre-war speeds for automobiles. 
Although most French ports are not 
by any means fully restored, they are 
now able to handle traffic at near the 
pre-war rate, and navigation on inland 


waterways has been completely re- 
established. 


Highways.... 


Puerto Rico—The Puerto Rican De- 
partment of the Interior has drawn up 
a program calling for construction of 
more than $2,000,000 in highway im- 
provements and by-passes around con- 
gested business districts. The largest 
projects on the list are by-passes around 
Rio Piedras, and around the City of 
Ponce.

Mexico—One of Mexico’s longest and 
best highways—the section of the “Cris- 
tobal Colon” highway between Mexico 
City and Oaxaca—was declared open to 
free traffic recently by President 
Camacho. The National Highways Com- 
mission announced that work on the 
900-mile road started in 1925, and has 
cost about $40,000,000. 

The Mexican government also an- 
nounced start of work on a new trans- 
continental highway, to link Puerto 
Mexico on the Gulf Coast to Salina 
Cruz, on the Pacific, across the Isthmus 
of Tehauntepec (ENR April 11, vol. p.

Capturing first attention this fall on 
the construction scene in Barranquilla, 
Colombia, are preparations for the fifth 
Central American and Caribbean Olym- 
pic Games, which are to be held in 
December. Largest of the projects 
under way is a stadium for baseball, the 
construction methods of which typify 
practice in tropical countries where 
effective use of brick and cement mortar 
predominates in structural work. 

The stadium, with a seating capacity 
of 12,000, is in the shape of a hexagon. 
Each of the six sides is occupied by a 
grandstand, with open space between 
the stands at the ends for wide passage- 
ways. The length of the stands varies 
from 200 to 328 ft., thus permitting 
extra-wide passageways in certain 


corners of the field. 
Bullt on earth fill 


The stands are built on an earth fill 
that has a slope of 1 on 3, made with 
loamy sand obtained from leveling off 
the field. On top of this fill there is a 
6-in. reinforced-concrete slab, which 
accommodates ten rows of seats. 

The back and end walls of the stands 
are made of brick covered with a 1-in. 
plaster coat of cement and sand mortar. 
The seat platforms, likewise formed of 
brick and covered with mortar, are 16 
in. high in front and 12 in. wide at 


Cement is carried by the “obreros" in 5 gal.

$10,000,000 plant

The plant will be designed primarily 
to manufacture starch and dextrose 
sugar from milo maize, although it will 
produce several other by-products. 
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Wilkes-Barre VA hospital 
planned on new criteria 


A 475-bed general medical and surgi- 
cal hospital to be built at Wilkes-Barre, 
Pa., by the Corps of Engineers for the 
Veterans Administration will probably 
be the first of 76 VA hospitals to be 
constructed under a new program using 
new design criteria and designed by 
private architects-engineers. 

The hospital will be an 11-story rein- 
forced concrete structure. Solid rock, 
underlying the whole site, and the con- 
tours of a hill on which the structure 
is to be located, influenced Kelly & 
Gruzen, architect-engineers, and Fred 
N. Severud, consulting structural engi- 
neer, all of New York City, to fit the 
entire project to the terrain. 

The main hospital building will be 
at the top of the-hill and the natural 
grades and curves will provide entrances 
at several levels. The exterior finish 
will be of limestone and brick, and win- 
dow frames of aluminum. Roof-decks 
to be used by the general patients will 
be covered with quarry tile, while sim- 
ilar decks for use by psychiatric pa- 
tients will be protected by wire-mesh 
enclosures. Other roofs will be tar and 
gravel. and all will be insulated with 
2-in. of glass fiber. 

Under the new design criteria de- 
veloped by the Veterans Administra- 
tion (ENR Nov. 14, vol. p. 662), the 
hospital will in general be self-con- 
tained, with a central heating plant, 
adequate laundry facilities and sufficient 
storage space. 
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Fits hilltop—A striking example of the use of a hilly site to provide entrances 
from grade at different levels is the plan for a new veterans’ hospital at 
Wilkes-Barre, Pa. Access is provided in the south elevation to the second 
floor, illustrated in the architect's rendering above. Recreational and occu- 
pational facilities and the cafeteria are located in this section, and patients, 
in fair weather, can dine on the terrace. The main entrance, providing access 
to the first floor lobby, is on the west of the structure, and ambulances enter 
the basement at grade from the north.

Public works service facilities 
must be extended immediately if we 
are to avoid serious interference with 
the 1947 housing program, according 
to a warning given to the American 
Public Works Association recently 
(ENR Oct. 3, vol. p. 415) by F. W. 
Herring, director of the Land & Pub- 
lic Services Branch, National Housing 
Agency. 

To look into the matter further, 
Engineering News-Record recently in- 
terviewed authorities on this subject in 
southern California—one of the most 
critical housing areas in the United 
States. This report sums up the in- 
formation gathered: 

Although many unusual expedients 
have been required to keep public 
works services up with the housing 
demand, to date no serious delay in 
housing occupancy has been reported 
because of lack of such services. 
Spokesmen for the Los Angeles De- 
partment of Water and Power believe 
that, barring further strikes in such 
essential industries as steel, new water 
services can be provided as fast as 
they are needed. For services now being 
installed, water meters are usually not 
available, but the city meets this situa- 
tion by charging a flat monthly rate 
and plans to install meters when they 
are available. 


Water mains short 


The primary shortage worrying de- 
partment officials is that of cast-iron 
water main. By installing the new cast- 
iron pipe that does become available in 
places where it will do the most immedi- 
ate good, housing needs in this area are 
being met at present. It is true that 
the department has many unfilled or- 
ders for new services, but the majority 
of thése orders were placed months 
ahead of actual need, and as material 
shortages have delayed housing con- 
struction, the department has been able 
to keep up, particularly in new sub- 
divisions. 

One suburban town of less than 20.- 
000 population reports a shortage of 
pipe for sewer connections. As _ vet- 
erans’ priorities will obtain pipe in 
many cases where the city cannot, the 
city offers to make.connections wher- 
ever the owner can supply the pipe. 

Another critical shortage mentioned 
by Mr. Herring is that of adequate 
schools. School boards in southern 
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California are trying to catch up with 
this need by use of Quonset huts and 
surplus army barracks as temporary 
school buildings. Permanent construc- 
tion is being planned and placed un- 
der contract as rapidly as_ possible. 
Plans for work estimated at more than 
$1,500,000 are being submitted for ap- 
proval monthly to the southern Califor- 
nia branch of the State Division of 
Architecture. 

Much of the new subdivision work 
in California is undertaken by firms 
which own the land and do all the de- 
velopment work from street paving to 
completed houses. Necessary public 
works installations in these cases, 
therefore, are a state, not a municipal 
problem. 


Freeway work delayed 


An interesting sidelight is that much 
of the freeway development ready for 
construction by the State Division of 
Highways in metropolitan areas is 
being held up because of housing. 
This work was planned during and be- 
fore the war, and right-of-way was 
obtained at that time. In so doing, 
the state became one of the largest 
owners of rental property in southern 
California. Freeway work, therefore, 
must be scheduled in such a manner as 
to interfere with as few families as 
possible until the critical shortage is 
past. When vacancies occur in state 
owned property not presently needed 
the space is assigned almost at once 
to families required to move because 
of the other highway construction work 
in progress... . L.L.W.

Cities begin work to put extensive 
public works programs under cop. 
struction as soon as possible. 


Water and sewer projects, many o{ 
them in abeyance during the war, are 
now taking first place in the improve. 
ment plans of many U. S. municipali. 
ties. Typical of plans being made 
along these lines are the following: 

Durham, N. C., has applied for an 
FWA advance of $164,000 to pay the 
cost of preparing plans for proposed 
improvements to the city’s water and 
sewer systems to cost $5,158,850. 

Included in the projects are plans to 
provide an additional 5,000,060 gal. to 
the capacity of the filter plant, a 
2,000,000 gal. clear water storage basin, 
new mixing chamber, chemical house 
and laboratory at a cost of $957,500; a 
tank and force main, to cost $507.950; 
extension of the water distribution sys. 
tem because of obsolescence and to care 
for next 5-year expansion, to cost 
$1,127,100; 5,000,000 gal. additional ca- 
pacity to the Northside sewage disposal 
plant to cost $1,041,300; Third Fork 
sewage treatment plant and intercept- 
ing outfalls, to cost $696,500; extension 
of capacity of New Hope sewage treat- 
ment plant and provision for sludge 
drying beds to cost $133,650. 

DeKalb County, Ga., is about to em- 
bark on a 5-year plan of improvements 
to cost about $5,000,000, including ex- 
tension of its water and sewage disposal 
systems. Voters have just approved a 
$2,600,000 bond issue for this purpose 
and in addition $750,000 in waterworks 
revenue certificates will be sold to pro- 
vide funds for the system extension. 

There are plans at Cheviot, Ohio. for 
a municipal water plant to cost $1,486. 
000. It would also supply Clevis, North 
Bend, Bridgetown, Green Township, and 
Monfort Heights. 

Jackson, Tenn., has awarded Volz 
Contruction Co., of Ripley, a $514,675 
contract for 13 miles of water lines and 
a 2.000,000-gal. water tank. 

Rock Hill, S. C., has authorized engi- 
neers to proceed with plans on a pro- 
posed $300,009 additien to its wate! 
filtration plant. 

Contracts have been awarded by the 
Illinois Water Service Co. for construc: 
tion of a 1,000,000-gal. storage-tank and 
development of at léast three new wells 
west of Champaign, Manager Frank C. 
Amsbary reports. He says the new 
wells and tank will guarantee adequate 

water service throughout Champaigt 
Urbana and will more than make up the 
deficiency in supply which resulted in 
a shortage there last summer.

awards contracts of $22 million 


A considerable part of original appropriation is restored by 
federal. action—Five projects to proceed 


Contracts for construction, equip- 
ment and supplies totaling more than 
$22,000,000 have been awarded by the 
Bureau of Reclamation since the lib- 
eralization of presidential restrictions 
on reclamation construction, according 
to an announcement by Secretary of 
the Interior J. A. Krug. 

Award of contracts on most federal 
construction was held up after an order 
issued Aug. 5 by the President request- 
ing drastic reduction in construction 
programs. After review of the revised 
estimates presented by the various fed- 
eral construction agencies, a consider- 
able part of the original appropriation 
was restored to the agencies by federal 
action (ENR, Oct. 24, vol. p. 543). 


Five projects offered 


The contracts let since the liberaliza- 
tion order affect five Bureau projects, 
Mr. Krug said. Two major dams are 
involved, and the total includes nine 
contracts in all. Projects affected are 
the Columbia Basin in Washington, the 
Central Valley in California, the Colo- 
rado Big Thompson in Colorado, the 
Deschutes project in Oregon, and Tu- 
cumeari in New Mexico. 

More than $16,000,000 of the total 
awarded will be spent on the Columbia 
Basin project. The largest single con- 
tract awarded was for $9,359,000 for 
Potholes Dam—one of the key irriga- 
tion features of this job. The dam will 
be built across Crab Creek, about 15 
miles west of Warden, Wash., and 
will be about 19,000 ft. long with a 
maximum height of 200 ft. It will 
create a reservoir with a storage capac- 
ity of 615,000 acre-ft. The contract was 
awarded to a group of two corporations 
and a partnership, composed of C. F. 
Lytle Co., Sioux City, lowa, Green Con- 
struction Co., Des Moines, Iowa, and 
Amis Construction Co., of Oklahoma. 
The work will require about four years 
to complete. 

The second largest cwntract is for 
$3,977,000, and calls for construction 
of the first 12.3 miles of the East Low 


= Canal, and for a check structure on the 


main canal. This work was awarded 
to the Utah Construction Co., of San 
Francisco, and Winston Brothers Co., of 
Los Angeles. The East Low Canal will 
ultimately be 130 miles long. A third 
contract for the Columbia Basin, 
amounting to $1,770,000, calls for con- 
struction of Long Lake Dam, about 2% 
miles northeast of Stratford, Wash. The 
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dam will be about 1,900 ft. long at the 
top and have a maximum height of 111 
ft. This contract was awarded to J. A. 
Terteling & Sons, Inc., Boise, Idaho. 


Other work involved 


The two contracts affecting the Cen- 
tral Valley project call for the con- 
struction of 11.2 miles of the Delta- 
Mendota Canal, in the vicinity of Tracy, 
Calif., and the supply of 200,000 bar- 
rels of portland cement. Construction 
contract went to the Morrison-Knud- 
sen Co., Inc., and M. H. Hasler, of Los 
Angeles, for a low bid of $3,025,000. 
The cement contract was awarded to 
the Calaveras Cement Co., of San Fran- 
cisco, on a bid of $437,744. 

Of the remaining contracts, one, 
amounting to $934,948, calls for con- 
struction of 8.9 miles of the Hudson 
Canal and the Troutman, Smith and 
Harris laterals for the Tucumcari proj- 
ect in New Mexico. This contract went 
to J. A. Terteling & Sons, Inc. 


Hard-rock tunnel record 
set on Big Thompson job 


What is said to be a world’s record 
for hard-rock tunnel driving was set 
recently when workmen on the Big 
Thompson project in northern Colorado 
in three 8-hour shifts drove 80 ft. 
through hard granite, Zimmie Lowder- 
milk of Lowdermilk Bros., contractors, 
reported. The men used 1,925 Ibs. of 
dynamite in the 24-hour period. 

With the driving of the record stretch, 
6,340 ft. of the project have been com- 
pleted, only 550 ft. of tunneling being 
left. Bureau of Reclamation engineers 
directing the job are William Fogarty, 
Donald Ellery and Joseph Church. 

The Lowdermilk contract, totaling 
$1,864,822. covered excavation of the 
1.3-mile Rams Horn tunnel and the 
1.1l-mile Prospect Mountain tunnel, to 
connect the eastern portal of the Alva 
B. Adams tunnel with the Marys Lake 
and Estes power plants. The Colorado- 
Big Thompson Project is designed to 
divert surplus waters from the western 
slope of the Rocky Mountains to water- 
deficient irrigation areas on the eastern 
slope. When completed, the project 
will provide a supplemental water sup- 
ply for more than 600,000 acres of 
arable land, officials said.

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Plan $132 million N.Y. street solution 


A ten point program envisaging the expenditure of up to $132,000,000 to 
relieve New York City’s growing traffic congestion by construction of parking 
garages, elevated and express highways and installation of parking meters 
was embodied last week in an official proposal by the city’s planning 


commission. 

Included in the proposal was con- 
struction of a new Madison Square Gar- 
den—a mammoth $20,000,000 structure 
to house sports events, conventions, pub- 
lic meetings and the like, as well as to 
provide parking space for 2,000 cars. 

Major points included in the report 
of the planning commission were: 

Construction during 1947 of six eight- 
story parking garages with a combined 
capacity of nearly 10,000 cars, and the 
eventual construction of thirteen others; 
construction of an elevated express 
highway across Manhattan Island at 
30th Street that would involve widening 
of the street by about 100 ft.; widening 
of Second Avenue from 30th to 59th 
streets to provide quick north-south 
communications between the major 
bridges over the East River; advance- 
ment of other highway work in Man- 
hattan, including extension of the West 
Side elevated highway; and the instal- 
lation of some 8,500 parking meters 
in the midtown area. 

Also included were recommendations 
for changes in zoning laws to control 
location of bus terminals and to in- 
crease the city’s authority over parking 
areas developed by private agencies. 

The construction of a new Madison 
Garden was included in the planning 
commission report because the plan for 
financing the structure, as submitted by 
the officials of the private corporation 
operating the present sports arena and 
approved by the commission involved 
issuance of bonds by the Triboro Bridge 
and Tunnel Authority, which would 
then lease the building to the Madison 
Square Garden Corp. for operation. 

The new structure, an architect’s 
drawing of which is shown on this page, 
would be an immense building, extend- 
ing two full city blocks from 58th to 
60th St. (bridging over 59th St. in a 
block-long overpass with 25-ft. clear- 
ance) and almost a full city block in 
length, having dimensions of about 760 
by 460 ft. The basement, street and 
first floors of the structure would be 
operated as a public parking garage, 
for use both by Garden patrons and the 
general public, while upper floors wouid 
accommodate an arena capable of seat- 
ing 25,000 persons at one time, a con- 
vention hall 300 by 460 ft., offices, 
restaurants, and many other features. 

Officials of the Garden corporation 
pointed out that by bridging an entire 
street, they could gain nearly 8,000 
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seats over the present seating capacity 
of the existing Madison Square Garden, 
which is compressed within one block 
on West 48th street. The existing struc- 
ture will continue to be used after the 
new building is in operation. 

Mindful of the city’s tight financial 
situation, the planning commission sug- 
gested that some of the highway work 
proposed could be included in the fed- 
eral-state highway system, and that the 
parking garages could be financed by 
the Triboro authority. 

The commission’s report was based 
on surveys made for it by Gano Dunn, 
W. Earle Andrews and Gilmore D. 
Clarke, engineering consultants.

- Road building slow 

' tk J. S. Bright, deputy commissioner of 
0.000 Public Roads Administration, said that 


the nation’s roadbuilding program has 
not progressed as rapidly as had been 
expected a year ago, and that only about 
40 percent of the program had been 
completed. He agreed that progress 
had been hindered by scarcity of con- 
tractors, shortages of materials, labor 
and equipment. He recommended that 
more contractors be encouraged to en- 
ter the highway construction field. 

Federal-aid projects for which con- 
tracts have been awarded since Jan. 
1, call for a total expenditure of about 
$436,000,000, Mr. Bright declared. He 
pointed out that this is about half of 
the sum needed to reconstruct the 27,- 
000 miles of obsolete federal-aid high- 
ways throughout the country. 

In order to speed highway construc- 
tion, Mr. Bright urged that plans be 
prepared now so that contracts can be 
let as soon as conditions become more 
stable. This is especially true for 
bridge work. 

Governor Chauncey Sparks of Ala- 
bama expressed apprehension over fed- 
eral-aid programs, because “when the 
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Ave., federal government gives, it follows up 
space with regulation.” He expressed con- 
sriery. fidence that the states could solve their 


own problems, 
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Southeastern road officials fear loss

Southeastern Association of State Highway Officials to ask Con- 
gress to extend expiration dates on highway funds 


L. S. Tuttle, assistant to the commis- 
sioner, Public Roads Administration, 
told the association members that dis- 
cussions with the larger fabricators re- 
vealed that it will take six to nine 
months to fill present steel orders.

Survey starts for 
Penn-Lincoln extension 


Ray F. Smock, secretary of highways 
for Pennsylvania, on Nov. 6 announced 
that a contract has been signed with 
Gannett, Fleming, Corddry and Car- 
penter of Harrisburg to make surveys. 
plans and estimates for continuation of 
the Penn-Lincoln Parkway between 
“The Poemt” in Pittsburgh through 
Carnegie, a distance of five miles. The 
company is expected to begin the field 
work this fall. 

The Penn-Lincoln Parkway will carry 
trafic now using U. S. Routes 22 and 
30 through the city of Pittsburgh on a 
high speed thoroughfare, avoiding much 
of the congestion and delays now en- 
countered on the present route. Local 
traffic also will be accommodated on 
completion of the new project. 

The engineers will prepare plans for 
a new bridge replacing the existing 
structure at “The Point” in Pittsburgh. 
In addition a new interchange will be 
included in the project at the Banks- 
ville Circle. There will be a tunnel ap- 
proximately 2,500 ft. in length between 
the river bridge and the Banksville 
Circle, An interchange will be pro- 
vided at Carnegie. 

The new highway will be a 4-lane 
divided thoroughfare. Highway depart- 
ment engineers say it will be imprac- 
ticable to make an estimate of the cost, 
until plans and surveys are completed. 

The highway’ department now has 
under construction the first two-mile 
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link of the Penn-Lincoln Parkway east. 


New Orleans traffic plan 
to cost $50 million 


Needed improvement in the arterial 
highway system of New Orleans, La., 
will cost over $50,000,000, according to 
a recent report made by Robert H. 
Moses, New York City park commis- 
sioner, in co-operation with Andrews 
and Clark, New York consulting engi- 
neers. 

This report was based on studies 
made at the request of the Louisiana 
Department of Highways. It is merely 
a diagnosis of the traffic and parking 
problems of New Orleans and its ad- 
jacent area. It is subject to any 
changes that may be found necessary to 
co-ordinate the arterial plan with local 
conditions. Some of the proposals are: 

A Pontchartrain expressway from the 
Air-Line highway to the waterfront at a 
total estimated cost of $11,742,000. 

A traffic circle and plaza at the pro- 
posed union railroad terminal, includ- 
ing widening of Saratoa Street from the 
circle to the municipal auditorium, 
estimated to cost $1,400,000. 

A waterfront expressway from Cal- 
liope Street to Elysian Fields Avenue, 
to cost $11,223,000. 

An Elysian Fields limited access 
boulevard and waterfront expressway to 
Gentilly Road, at a cost of $4,290,000. 

As an additional river crossing the 
report recommends a bridge rather than 
a tunnel. 

Also recommended is the construc- 
tion of five multiple-level parking struc- 
tures at a cost of $3,492,800.

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Need more protection 
on Santee-Cooper project 


It is estimated that more than $3,000,- 
000 will be required for additional 
slope protection for some 27 miles of 
dikes and dams at the Santee-Cooper 
hydro-electric and navigation project in 
South Carolina. Bids were received on 
Oct. 21 for the work. | 

Slope protection now is provided by 
a porous concrete covering originally 
thought capable of saving between 
$2,000,000 and $3,000,000 in cost of 
the project, but it has become neces- 
sary to provide additional protection 
in the form of either stone rip-rap of 
6-inch solid concrete slabs. 

R. M. Jeffries, general manager of 
the South Carolina public service au- 
thority, said the greatest savings will 
be effected if it is possible to move 
rock from the Columbia area down the 
Congaree River. Otherwise, rock will 
have to be brought in from other sources 
by water. It is believed uneconomical 
to move rock to the site by rail. 

If rip-rap is used, the rock slabs will 
be put into position by crane. If it is 
found economical to use the concrete 
slab method, coffer dams will be built 
at points under repair. 

Costs higher than those originally 
anticipated might be incurred if it is 
found necessary to add concrete slabs 
while the reservoirs are full. The por- 
ous concrete has proved too soft for the 
job required of it and frequently has 
been damaged by floating logs and 
other debris. In such instances, solid 
concrete reinforcement or temporary 
sand-bagging has been necessary to 
maintain protection.

Housing shortage at home 
blocks occupation armies 


Difficulties in procuring lumber and 
other construction materials for hous- 
ing because of the reluctance of pro- 
ducers and dealers to accept War De- 
partment orders is proving a “serious 
handicap” to the fulfillment of the 
Army’s mission in occupied areas and 
overseas bases, the War Department 
said last week. 

The official War Department an- 
nouncement said that the department 
feels that the lack of materials for 
minimum construction needs is a 
“threat” to its enlistment program. 

Lieut. Gen. Leroy Lutes, Director of 
Service, Supply and Procurement, said 
the department is now meeting less 
than half its overseas requirements for 
lumber and added that these require- 
ments are now larger because of pro- 
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curement delays over the last six 
months. General Lutes added that the 
situation is particularly bad in the 
Pacific, where existing saw mill ma- 
chinery necessary to process local tim- 
ber is inadequate and in a generally 
run-down condition. 

“We just have not been able to get 
lumber, despite the fact that the Civ- 
ilian Production Administration has 
carefully screened all our requirements 
and has in doing so, guaranteed their 
validity.” General Lutes said. 





Military board hearing 
for new Delaware bridge 


A joint Army-Navy board last week 
held a 3-hour hearing at Wilmington, 
Del., to hear arguments for and against 
construction of a new bridge across the 
Delaware River near Wilmington (ENR 
Oct. 11, 1945, vol. p. 471). 

Maj. Gen. Eugene Reybold (USA 
ret) formerly Chief of Engineers, and 
now engineering consultant to the Dela- 
ware road department, supervising plan- 
ning of the new structure, appeared as 
chief proponent. He said the bridge 
would offer no obstruction to naviga- 
tion, since its deck would be 175 ft. 
above mean high water, and the span 
over the main channel would be 2,000 
ft. long. 





Bids proved too high on 
Washington, D. C. bridge 


Because the lowest one was about 
double the engineer’s estimate, all bids 
for erection of the superstructure of 
a new bridge being built across the 
Anacostia River in Washington will 
be rejected, H. C. Whitehurst, director 
of highways for the District of Co- 
lumbia, reports. The engineer’s esti- 
mate was $1,100,000 for the superstruc- 
ture, but when bids were opened a few 
days ago, the lowest was $2,123,354. 
This bid was submitted by the Phoenix 
Bridge Co., Phoenixville, Pa. 

Known as the South Capitol St. 
Bridge, the crossing is to he of plate 
girder construction with the main cross- 
ing 854 ft. long, including a 386-ft. 
swing span at the main channel. The 
north approach will be 1,400 ft. long 
and on the south bank about 1,300 ft. 
of ramp will be required, including that 
needed for the semi-cloverleaf (ENR 
Oct. 18, 1945, vol. p. 484). 

Foundation work for the new cross- 
ing is well advanced. This work is 
being done by the Dravo Corp., Pitts- 
burgh, Pa., in accordance with a 
$2,487,590 contract. 
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Engineer mission to Ching 
to study Yellow River 


At the request of the Chinese goy. 
ernment a board of engineers consisting 
of Lieut. Gen. Eugene Reybold, (USA. 
retired) senior member, J. P. Growdon, 
and J. L. Savage will depart soon fo 
China where they are to study Yel. 
low River problems with a view to 
recommending future procedure for the 
control and utilization of the Yellow 
River. Their studies will include, jp 
addition to other features, consideration 
of both flood control and power features 
of the river’s development. 

According to present plans, the board 
will spend a month or more in China 
studying the river and then return to 
this country to prepare their report. 
While in China they will meet with 
Chinese government engineers in Nan. 
king and also take an extensive trip 
over the river basin area. 

General Reybold, a former Corps of 
Engineers officer and Chief of Engi- 
neers from 1941 to 1945, has had long 
experience in flood control work. Since 
his retirement he has devoted his entire 
time as engineer consultant for the 
Delaware State Highway Department 
on the Delaware River crossing project 
(ENR Oct. 11, 1945, vol. p. 471). Mr. 
Growdon is chief engineer of the Alu. 
minum Company of America and has 
been retained as a consultant on many 
flood control and dam construction prob- 
lems by the U. S. Army. An Engineer 
officer in both World Wars he served 
as a colonel in the recent one. Mr. 
Savage for many years chief design 
engineer of the U. S. Bureau of Ree: 
lamation is an outstanding expert on 
dam design and construction. Since 
leaving the bureau a few years ago, he 
has acted as a consultant on dams and, 
in such capacity, has made numerous 
trips to many parts of the world, includ:

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Alameda wants approach 
built to Bay bridge 


Alameda, Calif., has asked that the 
California Toll Bridge Authority im 
mediately start construction of an Ala- 
meda approach to the Oakland-San 
Francisco Bay bridge or re-instate 
Alameda-San Francisco ferry service. 

City Manager Don C. McBillan, as 
serting that Alameda was “isolated” 
when the Bay bridge was opened, wrote 
C. H. Purcell, secretary of the author- 
ity, asking that the situation be studied. 
Mr. McBillan said that the Authority 
has power to construct such an ap 
proach chargeable to the Bay bridge. 
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Manufacturer pays Ohio 
for waste-killed fish 


The Electric Auto-Lite Co. of Toledo, 
Ohio, has agreed to pay the state $18,- 
000 for several hundred thousand fish 
killed by pollution in the Little Miami 
River at Kings Mills, and furnish 200,- 
000 minnows to be put back into the 
stream. The settlement was reached 
after the attorney general’s office had 
prepared to file suit in the Warren 
County Common Pleas Court to collect 
damages for the fish that were killed 
by industrial wastes dumped into the 
river at the firm’s automobile lamp 
plant at Kings Mills. 

Action to recover damages was 
started by the Conservation and Natural 
Resources Commission on the basis of a 
recent ruling by Attorney General 
Hugh S. Jenkins that the commission 
was obligated to protect wildlife from 
pollution menaces. The commission de- 
cided to act after Thomas H. Galla- 
gher, pollution engineer, reported that 
chromic acids and cyanides dumped 
into the river had killed the fish. 





New betatron X-rays 
20-in. thick steel 


A 20,000,000-volt betatron—a ma- 
chine whose rays can penetrate 20 
inches of steel in 20 minutes and detect 
flaws of almost microscopic dimensions 
—was demonstrated for the first time 
last week at the Picatinny Arsenal, 
Dover, N. J. 

The machine will be used to X-ray 
shells and rocket warheads up to sev- 
eral feet in thickness. Manufactured 
by Allis-Chalmers Corp., the installa- 
tion at Picatinny has three main com- 
ponents: A frequency tripling trans- 
former supply 25 kw. at 5,000 volts, 
180 cycles; a power rack containing the 
few necessary operating controls and 
2,000 kva of capacitors; and the beta- 
tron magnet. The set-up and operation 
are said to be so simple that only a few 
hours are required to train an un- 
skilled technician as an operator and 
radiographer. 

Invented by D. W. Kerst, University 
of Illinois physicist, the betatron is in 
brief a two-winding transformer with 
a stream of electrons for a secondary 
winding. Instead of hundreds of thou- 
sands of turns of very small wire, a 
doughnut-shaped vacuum tube is used 
as the secondary, high voltage winding. 
Inside this tube, a stream of electrons 
is accelerated up to 99.97 percent of 
the speed of light, and diverted to col- 
lide with a traget to provide a rich 
supply of high-frequency X-rays. 
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Texas voters want 
road funds protected 


Texas voters Nov. 5 approved a good 
roads amendment to the state consti- 
tution by a more than 3 to 1 majority. 
The amendment provides that all gaso- 
line taxes and motor vehicle license 
fees shall be used exclusively for road 
purposes, with the exception of one- 
fourth the gasoline tax which is allo- 
cated to public education. 

The road fund amendment had been 
sponsored by the Texas Good Roads 
Association. It was approved by legis- 
lature in 1944 by an overwhelming ma- 
jority of both houses, 

Texas has become the 19th state to 
give constitutional protection to road 
user funds. The success of the measure 
assures funds for a permanent long- 
range road program in Texas, the good 
roads group said. 


N. C. also opposes diversion 


A. H. Graham, chairman of the North 
Carolina State Highway Commission 
advocates an amendment to the state 
constitution to prohibit the diversion 
of highway funds to the general fund. 
The highway commission by resolution 
recently asked the legislature to repeal 
the diversion section of the revenue act 
because it “provides statutory authority 
for the diversion of funds from the high- 
way fund to the general fund,” and 
expressed itself as being “unalterably 
opposed in principle to the diversion 
of funds because there is no apparent 
immediate need for such diversion and 
because there is a pressing need, both 
immediate and prospective, for all funds 
available for highway purposes.”

Kentucky truck fees 
must be spent on roads 


Use of prorated state truck license 
fees in Kentucky for purposes other 
than building and maintaining county 
roads and bridges may be construed as 
misapplication of funds and makes 
county officials “liable on their bonds,” 
Clem F. Kelly, assistant attorney gen- 
eral assigned to the highway depart- 
ment, said Oct. 25. 

Under state law, truck-license taxes 
are divided each year, one half being 
retained by the state road fund and the 
other split equally among the 120 coun- 
ties. The county shares must “augment 
county road funds.” A recent constitu- 
tional amendment, Kelly pointed out, 
also requires all mcney collected from 
motor-vehicle licenses be used for road 
purposes. The law became effective this 
year. 


NO PIPE DREAM 


New York City's Department of Pur- 
chases is offering for sale—at sacrifice 


prices—one of the scarcest commodities 
in the present market, cast iron pipe and 
fittings. 

The treasure was found in stock piles 
of the Bureau of Water Supply during a 
recent salvage drive. Inasmuch as the 
items are all of sizes and types no longer 
used by the bureau, it was decided to 
make them available to other water 
departments. 

Some of the castings date back to 
1898. All, are unused. In- 
cluded are some 80 lengths of 14-in. 
bell and spigot pipe with tar lining, and 
some 700 ft. of 14-in. pipe with spigot 
ends only. In addition, 28 separate list- 
ings of 14-in. fittings and 23 items of 
various sizes from 24 to 48 in. are being 
disposed of.

Los Angeles wins a delay 
in court sewer action 


Mayor Fletcher Bowron and other 
members of the Los Angeles city gov- 
ernment have won a delay and tempo- 
rary freedom from contempt of court 
charges in the state’s suit to force build- 
ing of a new sewage disposal system. 

Superior Judge Joseph W. Vick- 
ers recently sustained the city’s de- 
murrer that the affidavit to support the 
contempt charges was __ insufficient. 
(ENR Nov. 14. vol. p. 632) The judge 
ordered Attorney General Robert 
Kenny to prepare a new action with 
adequate charges. He dismissed the 
contempt suit without prejudice. 

The contempt of court suit was based 
on the alleged failure of city officials 
to comply with a judgment rendered 
last Feb. 1 outlining procedure for 
building a disposal plant and outfall

U. of Minnesota asks 
$15 million for buildings 


The University of Minnesota will ask 
the 1947 state legislature for a record- 
breaking appropriation of $33,428 900 
for the two years beginning July 1, 1947. 
The figure includes $15,534,000 for con- 
struction of 39 buildings. 

While the money is requested for 
the next biennium, the buildings would 
become a permanent part of the insti- 
tution’s facilities and thus represent a 
long-term, rather than a two-year, ex- 
penditure.

Harvard plans a "Science City" — New professor of highway 
engineering at Ohio State—War memorial for Virginia Polytechnic 


Plans for a “science city” at Harvard 
University, Cambridge, Mass., coordi- 
nating the institution’s scientific and 
technological resources, were revealed 
recently by President James B. Conant. 

A central science center building, 
now in the blueprint stage, will become 
the hub of the “city,” and will centralize 
the teaching, study and research facili- 
ties in various scientific departments 
now widely separated. 

The science area will be within a 
radius of about one-quarter of a mile, 
including such laboratories, now in 
process of erection or completion, as the 
computation laboratory, with its me- 
chanical “mathematician’s brain” and 
the cyclotron house, with its new atom- 
smasher. 

Funds are available for building the 
first section of the science center in 
the near future, and a program is be- 
ing formulated to raise the necessary 
funds and endowment for the entire 
structure. The building will be about 
500 feet long and four or five stories 
high, according to present plans. 


The Wayne Engineering Research In- 
stitute, established at Wayne University, 
Detroit, Mich., during the war, has ex- 
panded to provide industry with addi- 
tional opportunities for exploration of 
engineering problems. A full program 
of services is available in civil, aero- 
nautical, chemical, electrical and me- 
chanical engineering and in engineer- 
ing drawing, shop and mechanics. 


Virginia Polytechnic Institute, Blacks- 
burg, Va., is planning a memorial to 
the more than 7,000 of its students and 
alumni who served in World War IL. 
The shrine will have two levels, the 
lower to be a chapel and the upper a 
tomb flanked by two rows of pylons on 
which will be the names of the 302 men 
who gave their lives in the war. The 
institute now has 4,124 students en- 
rolled, of whom 3,071 are veterans. 


Among the 54 students graduated 
from the evening division of the college 
of engineering of New York University 
in October were two women—Miss 
Charlotte Northcote and Mrs. Renee R. 
Goldstein. There are fifteen other co- 
eds in that college. Miss Northcote, 24, 
is office engineer for the Byron Jackson 
Co., New York. Mrs. Goldstein, 26, is 
with the Edo Aircraft Co. 
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E. H. Karrer has become professor of 
highway engineering at Ohio State Uni- 
versity, Columbus, succeeding the late 
Prof. R. C. Sloane. 

Since gradua- 
tion from the Ohio 
State University, 
department of civil 
engineering, in 
1930, Professor 
Karrer has been 
continuously em- 
ployed by the 
U. S. Public 
Roads Administra- 
tion. In 1933 he 
was stationed in the division office in 
Fort Worth, Tex., and assigned to re- 
viewing plans, analyzing designs and 
making field inspections of road and 
bridge construction projects in Arkan- 
sas, Louisiana, Oklahoma, and Texas. 

In 1939 he was transferred to the 
Portland, Ore., division, where he 
worked on design and construction of 
bridges in national parks and forests. 
In 1940 he was called back to Washing- 
ton, D. C., and during two years of the 
war acted as liaison representative for 
the Public Roads Administration with

last two years he has been division 
bridge engineer of Division 2 of Public 
Roads, covering Ohio, Pennsylvania

Appointment of William Nob) 
Lacey, to be dean of the graduate 
school at California Institute of Tech. 
nology, was announced recently. Dr. 
Lacey’s appointment followed the res. 
ignation from the deanship of Richard 
Chase Tolman, wartime vice-chairman 
of the National Defense Research Com. 
mittee. Dr. Tolman, who similiarly 
served in both world wars, said his 
resignation was due to a desire to re. 
turn to research work in_ physical 
chemistry, plus the press of new duties 
as technical advisor to Bernard Baruch, 
U. S. representative on the United Na. 
tions Atomic Energy Commission. 

Registration at the institute for the 
current term is a record 1,372. The 
largest previous peacetime enrollment, 
in 1941, was 960. Of the 1,372 total, 
581 are graduate students, 314 in engi- 
neering and 267 are studying science. 
Registration above the freshman level 
showed 372 in engineering and 240 in 
science. There are 179 freshmen. 

At the University of Southern Cali- 
fornia another record for engineering 
enrollment was set with more than 
1,000 students enrolled, of which some 
300 are studying civil engineering. 








Rooftop Airstrips—Rooftop landings of helicopters are possible on almost 
any normally-designed factory or office-building, engineers of the Bell Air- 
craft Corp. said recently after a series of tests at the corporation's Niagara 
Falls, N. Y., plant. The roof area chosen for tests was of typical factory 
construction, designed to carry loads of 30 Ib. per square foot. To spread 
the load, a 32 x 24 ft. platform was built of lumber, and a helicopter re- 
peatedly took off and landed from this staging. 
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San Bruno, Calif., citizens 
sue to halt blasting 


San Mateo, Calif., County supervis- 
ors, spurred by jittery citizens, have 
instructed the district attorney to file 
suit to halt the blasting operation near 
San Bruno which are providing fill for 
San Francisco’s $20,000,000 airport 
development. 

An order two weeks earlier to the 
Macco-Morrison-Knudson Construction 
companies to cut the quantity of pow- 
der used in the blasts from three and 
four tons to one ton had not relieved 
the discomfort of San Bruno residents, 
commissioners learned. A delegation 
complained that furniture still jumps 
about and dishes crash when the dy- 
namite explodes. More than 100 claims 
for damages have been filed with the 
construction firm. 

Luther Carr, Millbrae attorney, said 
that attempts to gauge the intensity 
of the blasts had failed because a 
seismograph installed for the purpose 
wouldn’t stand still enough. 


* Delancy Smith, attorney for the con- 


tractors, said that blasting would con- 
tinue until stopped by court order. The 
firm still has three months to go on a 
contract to provide 3,000,000 yards of 
fill and has just signed another con- 
tract to provide 2,500,000 yards for 
the new Bayshore speedway. 


Baltimore 1946 building 
tops $125,000,000 


Despite shortages and other difficul- 
ties, the building industry in Balti- 
more, Md., this year has completed or 
has in course of construction projects 
estimated to cost more than $125,000,- 
000. The breakdown is approximately 
as follows: 

For new industrial establishments, ex- 
tensions and new machinery, $85,000,- 
000. 

For residential construction, $25,- 
000,000. 
ul commercial projects, $15,000,- 

Heading the industrial expansions is 
the $45,000,000 improvement under way 
by the Bethlehem Steel Co. at Sparrows 
Point.

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N. C. plan board advises 
works postponement 


The North Carolina State Planning 
Board has adopted a resolution advising 
postponement of construction of public 
works projects not absolutely essential 
to health, sanitation and safety. 

The board’s managing director, Felix 
A. Grissette, reported that surveys indi- 
cate that a total of $300,000,000 in 
public works is needed by the state’s 
municipalities, and that 79 local gov- 
ernment units have applied for Federal 
Works Agency advance funds totaling 
$1,292,000 to prepare working plans 
for $40,000,000 worth of projects. 

The board said the purpose of its 
recommendation was to avoid competi- 
tion with private construction and also 
to provide a backlog of public works 
construction to ease possible unemploy- 
ment later. 


Plan new bridge approach 
for Memphis, Tenn. 


A street project that may cost $1,- 
500,000 is being planned at Memphis, 
Tenn., to speed traffic to the new bridge 
over the Mississippi River (ENR Nov. 
7 vol. p. 610). Under consideration is 
an extension of Iowa Avenue from the 
new bridge to Lamar Avenue at East 
Street. It will be a 72-ft. street with 
10-ft. sidewalks. 

City Engineer W. B. Fowler re- 
cently conferred with C. W. Phillips, 
state highway commissioner, and W. 
N. Rees, state engineer in charge of 
plans and design. The result of the 
conference was an agreement on a 
project which will give automobile 
trafic from the east and south easy 
access to the new bridge and the nearby 
Harahan bridge without entering the 
downtown section. 





Public health body ponders problems 


Evidencing a marked diversity of interests, some 200 public health and 
sanitary engineers last week gathered in Cleveland, Ohio, to discuss their 
mutual problems and hear reports on progress in the many phases of public 
health engineering. The occasion was the seventy-fourth annual meeting of 
the American Public Health Association. 


Of the several reports presented to 
the associations engineering section, 
perhaps the greatest interest was 
aroused by that of the committee on 
sewage disposal. This report, which 
is a factual compilation of stream pol- 
lution control measures in force or pro- 
posed by state and federal governments, 
concludes that any type of federal con- 
trol “should preferably be along the 
lines of the Spence-Barkley bill” (ENR 
June 13, vol. p. 932) and recommends 
appointment of a committee to cooper- 
ate with other interested agencies in 
drafting and presenting to the next 
congress a water pollution control law. 

Experiences with free residual chlori- 
nation of public water supplies in 
Michigan were outlined by R. J. Faust, 
chief of the water supply division, 
Michigan Department of Health, who 
pointed out that this method is no 
longer a treatment to be used in 
emergencies and that it is adaptable 
to most treatment plants. Advantages 
to be gained, according to Mr. Faust, 
are superior bactericidal action, im- 
proved filter runs, taste and odor re- 
duction, color removal, and elimination 
of aftergrowths in distribution systems. 
Control tests are simple and readily 
understood. And, in addition, the treat- 
ment has the ability to inactivate 
poliomyelitis virus in water supplies. 


Costs, he said, are comparable with 
older treatment methods. 

Other papers of interest to sanitary 
engineers included: “A Study of an 
Additional Method of Water Analysis” 
by E. J. Cope, R. H. Chapin and A. T. 
Dempster, of the Detroit health de- 
partment’s Bureau of Laboratories; 
and “A Comparative Study of Chlorine 
and Bromine for Swimming Pool Disin- 
fection,” by T. L. Van der Velde, assist- 
ant sanitary engineer, Michigan Depart- 
ment of Health, in cooperation with 
W. L. Mallman and A. V. Moore, both 
of Michigan State College. In a paper 
on “Field Training Programs,” E. S. 
Tisdale, senior sanitary engineer, U. S. 
Public Health Service, explained the 
program wherein the service proposes 
to establish training programs for 
graduate engineers studying communi- 
cable diseases. 

Lewis Dodson, director of public 


- health practices at the national sani- 


tation foundation, University of Michi- 
gan, pointed out in a paper on the 
sanitary-fill method of waste disposal 
that this method is as applicable to 
towns of 3,000 to 5,000 as to larger 
places.
